Tomorrow evening the large staff o 
Grand Trunk employees will commence to 
change the guage between Montreal and 
Stratford, from ita present width of five feet 
six inches to four feet eight and a half 
inches, 89 as to inake it conform to the 
standard guage of the American Companies, 

For a considerable time plans have been 
in progress for this very desirable end, and 
it may be assumed that they have been so 
matured as to ensure the most sucoessfu) 
completion of the project. The magnitude 
of the scheme is such, that to fill all its de- 
tails in so short a period seems almost in- 
credible, yet we are assured by the Grand 
Trunk authorities that the track will be 
finished entirely within the two days 
specified.

The Canadian Prime Minister, Sir John 
Macdonald, has appeared before the Royal 
Commission on the Pacific Railway scandal, 
and admitted that he received $45,000 from 
Sir Hugh Allan,to be employed in influenc- 
ing tho elections for the Province of On- 
tario. Sir John Macdonald denies that 
there was any corrupt compact with Bir 
Hugh Allan,—that the money was to be 
regarded as paid: in consideration of the 
charter granted to the Company, of which 
Sir Hugh was to be chairman, There may 
have been no compact actually expressed, but, 
we apprehend, the members of the Commission 
must be persons of much more innocent and 
ansophisticated minds than are usually given 
to politicians on the North American conti: 
nent, if they do riot conclude that there was a 
very clear and good understanding on the 
subject between the Minister and the eontrac- 
tor. Sir John Macdonald admits that he 
had promised the Presidency of the Pacific 
Railway to Sir Hugh Allan shortly before 
the sum alluded to was paid. Sir Hugh 
Allan, in a letter to which we drew atten- 
tion on the 9th of August, deelared that he

However, it be- 
come apparent to the keepers flat an inde- 
pendent spirit began to prevail among the 
members of this gang, and one day, during 
the half hour allowed for dinner, all of 
them suddenly sprang to their feet and 
broke their chains, which had been pre- 
viously filed through, and attacked their 
four keepers, Davies being their leader ; 
their keepers were taken evidently un- 
wares, and were overpowered. Ina few 
minutes they had been beaten and stoned 
to death, and nine of the convicts armed 
themselves with their sabres. The mine 
was the most distant from Dirgoroy, where 
halé a company of infantry were stationed. 
The victorious conyicts resolved to steal 
cautiously tothe next mine and there 
raise a revolt. They succeeded there like 
wise, the keepers being overpewered and 
killed, being set upon by convicts in front 
and rear, There were seventy convicts in 
this mine, and it took some time before 
they were: freed.

The Street Accident. 


THE VERDICT OF THE JURY-—" CULPABLE 


NEGLIGENCE.” 


The jury empanelled by Coronor J. P. 
McDonald, to hold an inquest relative to 
the late street accident, resumed and con: 
cluded their labors last evening at the 
‘Town Hall, A considerable time was spent 
in hearing the evidence, which, in substance, 
was very similar to the few facts published 
in our last issue. ‘There was no testimony 
forthcoming to show that the deceased was 
intoxicated, He wasseen by several mentho 
samo evening on which the accident occur: 
red; he did not then appear to be under 
the influence of liquor ; but feom his con 
yorsation he seemed to haye imbibed to 
some extent. As alreadyintimated he was 
seon to fall into the ditch, in which he lay 
until removed quite dead, He struck on 
his head, the violence of the conctission 
being such as to break the neck and causo 
instantaneous death. ‘Tho cut in the strect 
is about seven feet deep; and he remained 
in precisely the same position in which he 
fell, thus showing explicitly that the unt 
fortunate mitn must haye died without a 
struggle. The hole was, toa certain de- 
gree, protected; but, as the verdict ex- 
plaius, the jury were of opinion that tho 
means of desiguating or preventing danger 
were insufficient, and that the corporation 
or its oflicials were guilty for culpable 
negligence. ‘The cut was lighted by a 
lamp, which hung, however, on the oppo- 
site side of the street from where the accir 
dent happened, The deceased was for 
three years in the employment of Mr. El, 
lis, and has been respected for his industry 
aud general deportment, Tho subjoined is 
the finding of the jary :— 

<The jurors of our Sovereign lady the

Canadian Congregationali:m. 


The Globe editorially, and at length,notes 
the progress of Canadian Oongregationatism, 
and believing they will be interesting to 
our readers of that denomniation in this 
town, we mako the following extacts ; 

‘* Apparently it was not earlier than 1820 
that the firat Congregationalist Church was 
organized in any part of old Canada. In- 
deed, so far as the list of churches given in 
the Congregational year-book for 1873 is 
cuiiceruvd, we notice no church whose or: 
ganization dates further back then 1829. 
1n 1831 there were only four or five, and 
even down to’37 und ’38 the number of 
labourers in connection with the denomina- 
tion had not increased much, 

‘* The progress since lias been encourag- 
ing. While in 1834 there were only seven 
Congregationalist churches in the whole of 
Canada, in 1854 there were 62, witha mem: 
bership of over 2,700, Jn 1872 there were 
83 churches, with a mumbership of 4,036, 
and Church property to the value of $286,+ 
090, 


“Tn 1855 the annual income was only $28, 
584, while in 1872 it had risen to $68,701, 
while the value of the Church proporty 
that at the former date was only $145,520 
had at the latter risen to $268,000. In 
other words, the Congreyationalists, besides 
meeting current expenses, had during six: 
teen years expended on churches and pat- 
sonages $140,570, 

** According to the latest statistics there 
arein Ontario and Quebec 85 Congrega: 
tionalists churches, Far the year 1862.3 
there was an increase of 268 mombors. 
The number of Sabbath School scholars 
was for the same period 5,465, as agaiust 
2,333 in the previous year, The ordinary 
attendance is put down at 9,985, This, 
however, is not thought high enough, and 
upon the whole the aggregate attendance 
may be put down as upwards of 12,000.

The Press. 


A change has come over the spirits of the 
Tory press—their cackling has given place 
to a mournful: dirge. They complained 
Jately because the Reform journals had 
generally assumed a calm and moderate 
tone; they thought their editorial columns 
should have toemed with mighty thunder, 
The sudden plunge of the Government or- 
gans, however, from tho climax of confi 
dency to the depths of melancholy is indi- 
cative of ominous forebodings.

Female Clerks in Germany. 


The Ballimore American says :— 
Throughout Germany, wherever females can 
be employed to advantage, they are taken 
in preference to young nen. At Munich 
the clerks and bookkeepers in the banks are 
nearly all young and handsome girls. At the 
depots many of those who attend the win- 
dows for the sale of tickets are girls, and 
the cashiersiin all the cafes and restaur: 
ants are of the same sex. They aro gene: 
rally very oxpert at figures, and in men- 
tal arithmetic have no superiors. In view 
of the fact that so many females aro 
employed in the rougher and hardest de- 
scriptions of laboring work, it spouks well 
for the sex that they ere seeking and secur: 
ing more desirable and lucrative employ: 
ment. 1t may possibly arise from the] fact 
that the young men are generally of the 
“ fast” order, and are not to be relied up- 
onin positions of trust. We are under 
the impression in America that our 
young men are not as staid as 
they onght to be, but they are miracles 
of steadiness compared to the average 
young men of Germany. ‘Tho etudents at 
Heidelberg can give them a start of halfia: 
day and beat them before hedtime. Chey 
don’t drink strong liquor-—coffee, beer, or 
wine, being the extent of their libations, 
but they devote the best part of the day to 
the cafe or the beer saloon, reading the pa- 
pers, playing billiards, chatting or studying 
the plates in the numerous satirical illus:
